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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants amendment does not include 
limitations that overcome the rejections as stated in the Final Rejection, thus the claims are not allowable as recited. Applicant limitations 
recite "characterized in that the closure is tamper evident," as per the definition supplied by the applicant "tamper-evident" describes a 
device that makes "unauthorized access to the protected objected easily detected." Applicant specifications provide no supportive 
substance to provide a teaching as to what the applicant deems as the closure being tamper-evident. Thus, the removal of the dispenser 
cap member (7) of the Hoerlin dispenser would provide a visual conformation that the dispenser is and has been tampered with. It is 
suggested the applicant positively define as to how the closure is tamper-evident such as a closure seal, markings and by other means. 
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
